Death of father Matthew. ' 

_ • 

Father Matthew, the renowned Apostle of 
Temperance, died at Cork on the 9ih of De- 
cember. Hii career has been n.-markable.and 
bis influence among his countrymen in Great 
Uiitain and America will lon^ be felt. Theo. 
balJ Matthew was born io ThomaslOno, Ire 
land, Oct. 10, 1790. He was left an orphan 
at an early age, adopted by an aunt and edu- 
cated in Kilkenny Academy, and at Maynooth, 
ile w as ordained to the priesthood at Dublin, 
having previously entered upon his philanth- 
ropic labours among ihe poor. Tbe curse of 
whiskey, brought so fearfully lo his notice 
among these wretched people, routed him to 
unwonted enthusiasm, and he determined upon 
a crusade against the demon of Alcohol. Ad- 
opting the principle of total abstinence, he 
commenced a scries of meetings and soon 
awakenrd the latent enthusiasm of the Irish 
nature to Ins assistance, meeting with a suc- 
cess leyoud the wildest hopes. Ile travelled 
fiom town to town thruUi^h all the Island. 
His spotless fame preceded him, and his pro- 
gress was one triumphal inarch. 'Ihe authori- 
ties unbent 1 lie ir dignity to do him bonour.and 
the people, followed and crowded around him 
with adoration. He administered the pledge 
to thousands al a time i ot Neoagh to twenty 
Ibousand in one-day ; at Galway a hundred 
thousand io two days; between Galway and 
Loughrea to nearly two hundred thousand 
From Ireland he svent to England, where even 
Ihe phlegmatic Saxons were infected with a 
correspondiug enthusiasm. Thence he came 
to the. United States, where to shake hands 
with the Apostle of Temperance and receive 
lift rocdal with a pted^« ol'tufjl abstinence »*«»' 
the highest. ambition of every worthy son and 
daughter of the Kmeral Isle. tlii warm re- 
. e,'tion and gratifying success in this country 
arf : >YJ:|l remembered. Through alt this Her- 
culean labour he never auiasked a cent for 
himself, but was constantly in a stale of per- 
gonal poverty. When he began his good woik 
his bruther was Ibe proprietor of a large di* 
tillery. ■ He. supported Theobald until his 
wonderful success had ruined the distillery, and 
reduced Ihe owner to bankruptcy. To meet 
the wants of the good Samaritan, the British 
government settled an annuity of £300 upon 
him, which sum wa* just sufficient to pay Ihe 
premium upon an insurance policy held by his 
creditors as security for their claims. Since 
his return to Ireland, the weight of years and 
Ihe exertions ol long labour hive compelled 
his partial withdrawal from public life, and his 
name has been less prominently before the pub- 
ic. In personal address L'ather Matthew was 
courteous, benevolent and winning in the tiigh- 
e>t degree. The uew.s of his death will be re- 
ceived wild profound regret by every true 
friend of man throughout the world.

v PrjisMa has communicated the resolution of 
the German Diet on the questimt of the Neuf- 
chat*l prisoners to the Great Powers, inviting 
them lo join in a collective decision, with a
